Lonpon, March 20.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| In the Commons, 
William Johnston, Conservative m2m- 
ber for South Belfast, one of the ‘most 
earnest and uncompromising Orange- 
men, asked Chief Secretary Morley 
whether it was true that the government 
was hiring mills in Ulster to accommo- 


- date troops, and what reason was . 


for the precautions. 

Morley replied that he wesit give the 
reasons when he knew the stateménts to 
te true, but the fact was they were en- 
tirely untrue. [Laughter.] 

Gibson Bowles, Conservative member 
for Kingslinn, and known as a leading 
newspaper man, called attention to the 
subject of the Bering Sea arbitration. 
He urged that it involved the question 
of the freedom of the high seas, and 
such a question ought not to be submit- 
ted to arbitration. ‘‘England,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘never succeeded under arbitra- 


tion, because England had not a 
single friend among the Euro- 
pean powers. There were ad- 
vantages in war, leading usually 


to a lasting settlement, and war usually 
left sentiments of mutual respect be- 
tween the combatants. If the country 
was unable to protect the high seas and 
had to coerce a great colony, all the 
dispatches the foreign office could issue 
would not hide the fact that the great- 
ness of England had gone.”’ 

Sir Edward Gray replied that the re- 
marks were singularly inopportune, see- 
ing that arbitration relating to Bering 
Sea is now proceeding.

ITALIAN BANK SCANDALS. 


Report of the Committee Appointed to 

7 Investigate fhe Matter. 

Rome, March 20.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Sig. Giolitti, Prime 
Minister, presented to the Chamber to- 
day a report of the committee appointed | 
to examine into the bankscandals. The 
report states that the Bank of Sicily 
has exceeded its legal note issue by 
10,000,0)0 lire, consisting mostly of 
accommodation bills. Its over-due bills 
reached a total of 12,600,000 lire. 
The capital of the bank has been re- 
duced from 238,000,000 lire to 
15,400,000 lire. The National Italian 
Bank holds over-due bills amount- 
ing to 2¢,900,000 lire, on which 
a loss is expected of 4,100,000 
lire. The note circulation of this bank 
is 10,500,000, lire below the legal 
limit. The cash deficit of the Banca 
Romano is 8,490,000 lire. The illegal 
excess of its note issue since 1883 
reaches a total of 64,500,000 lire. 
Over four-fifths of the bills held by the 
bank have not been paid, and the insti- 


ment. Thecommittee recommends that 
the Banca Romano cease business. 
The Bank of Naples held doubtful paper 
to the, amount of 25,600,000 lire. 
The committee has confidence in the 
bank’s recovering its vigor. 
Finali, chairman of the committee, 
states that among the acceptances held 
by the banks yet remaining unpaid very 
few bear the names of men in political 
life. Those bearing such names were 
only for small amounts.

A Phonograph Message from the Vatican 
to the Presidént, 
Roms, March 20.—[By Ce ble and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Pope today com- 


mitted’ his voice to a wax cyl- 
inder “phonograph in a message 
of good will, said to be designed 
for the President of the. United 


States. Having done this, he said to 
the American who was demonstrating 
the machine: -‘‘Ihand you this mes- 
sage. Guard it carefully, forit is the 
expression of my love for all the peopie 
of the United States, and I wish you to 
deliver it with yourown hand to the 
President.’’ 

The message was couched in Latin, 
and, by the Pope’s apecial request, will 


jnot be published before it has been re- 


produced in America. The message 
was reproduced by the Pope’s desire, 
and, upon hearing it, he said: ‘‘It is 
my voice—my very voice. This is in- 
deed wonderful.’? He then explained 
to members of the court that his voice 
would be heard long after his death.

quence which stirs the blood like the blast 
of atrumpet,-and that invincible courage 
which knows no fear will solemnly swear 
by allthat is dear and sacred that they 
will forever maintain and perpetuate those 
eternal principles of right, of truth and of | 
justice established at the dawn of creation, 
maintained by a long line of illustrious 
statesmen and patriots,’ and vindicated by 
youfrom 1861 to 1865 in that mighty 
struggle for national union, impartial jus- 
tice and universal constitutional liberty. 
Comrades, in coming to this encampment 
many of you may be on your last march,» 
but let me encourage you by the thought 
that the love of liberty is not dead, nor 
will it die with you. Itis so strong and so 
universal throughout our great and 
prosperous Nation today that you might 
as well attempt with a breath to topple 
down the heaven kissing granite which 
crowns the summit of Bunker Hill as to at- 
tempt to erase from the minds of our peo- 
ple that invincible determination—‘‘deep 
as the sea, firm as the mountains ahd calm 
as the heavens above us’’—to preserve, pro- 
tect and defend, at whatever cost, the 
vantage ground gained in those eventful 


Grant, Sherman and Sheridan. 
But I must not trespass on the proprieties 


of welcome. Forthat reason I trust I may 
be pardoned for not recounting in detail 
the history of the various organizations 
present, or the mighty work by them ac- 
complished for the cause of human liberty. 
There is still work to be done. There are 
many problems arising out of the new con. 
ditions of liberty with equality in this Re- 
public yet’ unsolved, of which I would 
gladly speak, which are pressing for so- 


ear. 

7 These questions will never be settled un- 
til they. are settled right. They must 
not be settled by the enemies of constitu- 
tional government, nor by the enemies of 
freedom in the name of liberty. 

They must be settled on the basis of equal 
and exact justice to all, and by the peace- 
ful means ot legislation, arbitration, rea- 
son and common sense. i 

They must not be settled by the mob. 
Mobs have come to our cities in detach- 
ments from foreign nations. As houses 
have been sent to this city from Chicago, 
ready to be put up on arrival, and if we are 
not watchful, but give the hours to slum- 
ber, we may wake up, when it will be too 
late, and find that we have given the hours 
to folly and have turned back the dial hand 
of destiny. 

One thing we should never forget, but 
always remember. We had the men, the 
means andthe mechanism on our side in 
that prolonged struggle. In other words, 
we had the men, the rifled cannon, the 
steamships, the Parrott guns, the monitors 
and the greenbacks, but we also had the. 
Lord of Hosts—the Lord mighty in battle— 
to sustain and encourage us. Andif the 
time should ever come in the history of 
this Nation whenit will forget the poor 


and distressed of earth; if for any reason 
this great Republic should wink at oppres- 


get that God who inspired us with the love 
of liberty and peace, then will we realize 
that our. efforts in the past have been in 
vain, and that which we now call liberty 
will vrove but a transient dream. Com- 
rades, there is no association of men in all 
this broad land whose infiuence for the 
right, if rightly directed, is greater, wider 
or more powerful than that of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

You are they, who, when the cruel strife 
was over, laid down the implements of war 
and took up those of husbandry. You have 
since filled with honor every department of 
science, literature, art and statesmanship, 
You have graced the pulpit, the bench, the 
bar and legislative halls, and five of our 
number have-reached the highest place of 
bonor and trust within the gift of the 
American people—the Presidency of this 
great Nation. 

On the shores of this Pacific sea, you 
have, in your own experience, realized and 
verified the truth of the prophetic language 
of the sweet poet Whittier, who, in 1864, 
sang :

Harris was finally brought in, looking 
worn and haggard, and showing unmis- 
‘akable signs of the terrible ordeal 
through which he has been lately 
passing. When gourt opened, the Re- 
torder called the prisoner to the bar, 
and he responded, walking unsteadily, 
with evidences of extreme weakness. 
When asked if he had anything to say 
why sentence should not be passed upon 
him, he. leaned heavily for support on 
the rail and began; in a voice inaudible 
except to those immediately at his el- 
bow. After one or two ‘unintentional 
interruptions by pedple coming in, the 
stillness of death settled over the court- 
room, but the words of the doomed man 
were still inaudible, except once in a 
while, when be reached some point in

Blount Departs for Honolulu on a 
Revenue Cutter. 


He Entertains a San Francisco Rep orter 
With Stories About Cle veland’s 
Policy in Regard to

San Francisco, March 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Ex-Congressman 
Blount, Commissioner to Hawaii, ar- 
rived here this morning and shortly 
after 2 o’clock sailed on the United 
States revenue cutter Rush. It is ex- 
pected he will make the trip in about 
eight days. 

Referring to the. published statement 

that on his return from his Hawaiian 
mission he would enter the service of 
the State Department in a confidential 
capacity, Commissioner Blount today 
told a reporter ‘that he had no notion of 
accepting any such position. ‘‘In fact,’’ 
said- Mr. Blount, ‘it has not been ten- 
dered to me.’ The subject has not been 
mentioned to me by Mr. Cleveland, or 
any one in authority.”’ 
Speaking on general politics, and the 
policy of the present administration, 
Mr. Blount gave expression to views 
that may throw a new light on Mr. 
Cleveland’s plans with respect to office- 
seekers. ‘‘When Mr. Cleveland gets a 
chance to breathe,’’ said he. ‘the will 
do whatis right.

The Great Statesman’s Simple and Regu- 
lar Habits.

Mr. Gladstone is in the best of health, 
sleeps remarkably well, and, so far 
from having shown signs of decreasing 
vitality through an inability. to main- 
tain an appetite for food, the right 
honorable gentleman enjovs his meals 
with the zest of a young man: When 
he rises he invariably takes. a 
tepid bath, and every morning before 
breakfast while at Biarritz he attended 
church, and since his return to London 
has frequently taken a little walk in 
the grounds of Downing street. His 
first meal usually consists of a hard- 


and toast. After breakfast he devotes 
himself to his correspondence, and -for 
several hours is busy with his private 
secretary and Receiving 
callers as may arrive. 

For luncheon Mr. Gladstone. takes 
cold .meat, milk pudding and cheese. 
He drinks a couple of glasses of light 
wine, and sometimes finishes with a 
glass of port. At 5 o’clock, if disen- 
gaged, he has afternoon tea. His din- 
ners are selected to his taste. He 
takes soup, fish (if it isto his fancy,) 
but usually dines off ‘one dish, which 


he selects and does not depart 
from. He is very fond of  rice,. 
pudding and prunes and _ rice. 
and upon either of these, but 


more especially the former, ‘he would, 

if the etiquette of the dinner table per- 
mitted it, make an entire meal. He 
drinks claret, and to his cheese has a 
liberal glass of port wine. Half of this 
he takes with his cheese, and sips the 
remainder in conversation over dessert. 
When dining out Mr. Gladstone takes 
two or three glasses of champagne, con- 
cluding, as usual, with port. He does 
not drink coffee, because it is seldom 
made to his liking, and, being astrin- 
gent. keeps him awake.

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THE CITRUS FAIR. 


Four County Premiums to Divide 
Among Three Counties. 


How the Yueea Palm Will Be Used 
for Many Purposes. 


A Machine for Wrapping Oranges 
‘in Stamp2d Wrappers. 


‘A Fruit Basket That Opens at the Bot- 
’ tom—Other Articles ‘of Use to the 
Horticulturist—The G.A.R, to 
Visit the Fair. _ 


Cottox, March 20, 18938.—[Special. 
The wet weather has interfered with 
the fair, and the attendance fell from 
4000:on Saturday to 1000 today. Un- 
like previous citrus fairs, held in Los 
Angeles, this at Colton draws its chief 
patronage during the day, for the rea- 
son that more than nine-tenths of the 
visitors live outside of town, and gen- 
erally desire toreturn home by the 
eveningtrain. The receiptsare already 
enough to cover all expenses, and, 
should there be two more days of good 
weather, there will be a neat surplus. 

The fair will be kept open a day 
longer, so as to give the Grand Army 
men a chance to see it when they‘make 
their tour of the Kite-shaped track on 
Friday. The special onthe Santa Fé 
will leave Los Angeles at 8°30 a.m. on 
that day, aM will carrv ordinary pass- 
engers also. The Santa Fé is also run- 
ning excursions around the track at re- 
duced rates, during the fair, which 
bring a number of visitors. —- 

On Friday David McCoy, a revolu- 
tionary soldier, 103 years old, a resi- 
dent of San Bernardino county, will be 
present as an example of the health ful- 
ness of this climate. A sacred concert 
will be given on Thursday morning. 

The awards of the judges are not to 
be made public untiltomorrow. Asa 
Los Angeles paper puts it, ‘tit has leaked 
out’? that the first premium of $250, 
for the best display of citrus fruits from 
any county, goes to San Bernardino; 
the second, of $150, to Riverside, and 
the third, of $100, to San Diego. Con- 
sidering that no other counties show 
any citrus fruit, that nine-tenths of the 
citrus displays are from San Bernar- 


dino county, and that the San Diego ex- 


hibit is: below par, in quantity and 


‘quality, it is difficult to see how any 


other disposition could have been made. 
There is a fourth premium, of $50, but 
as there.is no county to award it to, the 
management will be that much in on 
Had the Governor 
not signed the Riverside Bill they 
would have cleared another $100 and 
San Diego would have been astonished 
with the second premium. At the pre- 


. vious citrus fair, in Los Angeles, San 


Bernardino took the first county exhibit, 
Los Angeles the second, San Diego the 
third.and Ventura the fourth. 

There are eight locality premiums to. 
divide among nine local exhibits, so 
that it will be a pretty poor display 
that does not get a premium. 

Itis a fact that, with the exception 
of two localities already referred to.in 
these letters, the fruit shown is of choice 
quality, and it is much to be regretted 
that the participation in the fair was 
not more general. 

An effort will be made to send the 
Ontario exhibit to the World’s Fair. 
It is fully worthy of that honor. 

An exhibit has been prepared in com- 
petition for three premiums offered for 
the best box of packed oranges ready 
for shipment. The oranges are mostly 
packed in papers of «various colors. 
This is a branch of the orange industry 
which is worthy of careful study, asthe 
packing often exercises much influence 
on the price, in Eastern markets. In 
Europe the business of packing has been 
brought down to a fine point. 

There area number of exhibits of 
articles prepared or invented for the 
use of horticulturists, which are de- 
serving of mention. | 

Foremost among these {is an 
ious machine to wrap oranges and 
stamp a brand on the wrappers. The 
machine looks something like a small 

perfecting press, witha roll of tissue 
paper atthe end. The resemblance is 
heightened by the inking roller be- 


sends forth a stream of oranges, 
wrapped and with a name on each 
wrapper, at the rate of seventy-five a 
minute. This is a New York invention. 

Another interesting exhibit is that of 
atree protector, made of zucca palm, 
or Spanish bayonet. It is declared to 
be a perfect protection against rabbits, 
grasshoppers andthe heat of thesun, 
also protecting against frost. The 
zucca limbs are obtained from Hesperia, 
at the entrance to the Majave Desert, 
where there are manv millions of feet 
ofthis product growing. It was ‘the 
same plantthat was utilized in the An- 
telope Valley some years ago to make 
pulp to ship to London, where it was to 
be made into paper for the Daily Tele- 
graph. The usual English plan of

was read. *The report states that the 
committee has had the work repaired 
and rebuilt where it Was faulty, and that 
the work has been done to the satisfac- 
tion of the committee. The acceptance 
of the street is therefore recommended. 

Councilman Nickell called attention 
to the fact that the matter had been re- 
ferred back to the Bourd of Public 
Works, with instructions to have a 
chemical analysis made of the material 
used. 

After some little delay Chemist 
Forrest Hance presented the report of 
his chemical analyses as follows: Con- 
crete from Second street, equal to 1 
part of cement to 8.84 of sand; con- 
crete from sidewalk. equal to 1 part of 
cement to 6.94 of sand; bituminous 
rock, 81 per cent. sand and gravel, 
7.70 per cent. iron and aluminum, 
“11:25 per cent. bitumen. 

Councilman Munson then called on 
the City Engineer to state whether or 
not the specifications had beeh com- 
plied with, as shown by the chemical 
analyses 

At this point J. L. Murphey, Esq., 
representing the  property-owners, 
stated that they did not wish to confine 
themselves solely to the report of the 
chemist presented, but wished to pre- 
seut other expert testimony, and also 
wished to put Mr. Hance on the stand 
andquestionhim. They furtherclaimed 
that there were defects in the work in 
putting down the street, and they 
wanted the privilege of showing this 
by the introduction of testimony. ~ 

E. H. Lamme, Esq., representing the 
contractors, protested against the rais- 
ing of new issues and bringing in new 
matter. The Council had elected to 
leave the matter to the report of an 
expert of their own selection, and it 
was unfair now to raise a new question 
which would again require the digging 
up of the street. He did not know 
whether the reportof the expert sus- 
tained the contractors or not, but he 
Was willing to stand or fall by it. 

Mr. ‘Murphey briefly replied, stating 
thawit was manifestly unfair to hold 
the matter. down to any one report. 
The property-owners should be allowed 
to introduce. any and all evidence in 
their possession tending to show that 
the contract had not been carried out 
according to the specifications. 

There was some further talk, when 


| the City Engineer stateg that the speci-

* Chemist Hance was the first witness, 
and, in answer to questions by Mr..

~were arrived at, delivering during the 
course of his examination, quite a 
technical lecture on chemistry and the 
methods by which chemical analyses 
were made. Judge Lamme then ques- 
tioned Mr. Hance, and the chemist 
stated that had the analysis been made 
by measurement instead of by weight, 
it was probable that a larger percent- 
age of cement would have been shown, 
that material being lighter than sand. 
E. M. Wade, another analytical 
chemist, followed. He stated that 
about a month ago Mr. Wicks furnished 
him with several samples, which he 
told him had been taken from the 
Second street pavement. He, himself, 
did not know where they came from. 
He had. made a chemical analysis of 
these specimens by weight. It was 
only fair, he said, that proportions

poned for one week, and the hearing of 


the Second street matter was con- 
tinued. 

M. L, Wicks was next sworn, and 
stated that the samples furnished Mr. 
Wade by him were taken from the Sec- 
ond street pavement in the presence of 
the special committee of the Council 
and the City Engineer. The latter offi- 
cial suggested Mr. Wade as a proper 
chemist to make the.analysis, and he 
had taken the samples to him. Mr. 
Wicks gave in detail the result of his 
investigations, and stated that objec- 
tion was made to the whole work as not 
being up to the specifications, and cited 
his reasons for the objection. 

Mr. Lamme then took” up the cross- 
examination of Mr. Wicks, when the 
first breeze of the investigation was 
raised. In answer toa question as to 
whether or not the witness did not 
know that the city officials had pre- 
sented a report recommending that the 
work be accepted, Mr. Wicks replied 
that he knew that the Street Superin- 
tendent had only been induced to sign 
the report under pressure. 

This statement caused a sensation, 
and President Teed asked Mr. Wicks to 
state who had induced Mr. Watson to 
sign the report. Mr.» Wicks replied 
that he did not know, but he knew that 
the Street Superintendent had told him 
that he had not made up his mind to 
sign the report. Afterward, during his 
absence, Mr. Watson had signed the 
report. 


President Teed at once senta messen- 


.ger for the Street Superintendent, but 


that official could not be found, and the 
investigation was proceeded with. 
Messrs. Wicks and Lamme then in- 
dulged in some. pleasantry, after the 
usual manner of attorneys, in waich it 
was brought out that Mr. Wicks was 


attorney for some of the. property-own-: 


ers, the witness freely admitting that 
such was the case, when he was ex- 
cused. 

next witness and:-detailed the 
tions which had been made. After the 
repairs ordered by the committee had 
been made, he had examined the street 
and was of the opinion that it was a 
very good job. He was certain that 
those portions designated by the com- 
mittee in the first instance were not up 
to the specifications. Mr. Dockweiler 
stated that he had not seen the work 
since the chemists were down there. 
The contractors contended that he 
should be allowed to take specimens 
from the new work, but this de-: 
nied. He would say that the work was 
a good job, if the repairs indicated by 
the committee had been made, and he 
had been informed that they had. He 
had signed the réport recommending 
the acceptance of the work of his own 
free will. 

In answer toa question by Council- 
man Campbell as to whether the analy- 
sis showed that the specifications had 
been complied with, Mr. Dockweiler 
said that the report of Mr. Hance indi- 
cated that there was .06 per cent. 
more cement than was required under 
the contract. The bitumen was up to 
the standard of the specimens furnished 
him when the contract was awarded. 
Mr. Wade’s report indicated that the 


/-work did not come up to the specifi- 


cations. 


President Teed then asked Mr. Dock- 
weiler whether, as City Engineer, he 
would advise the Council to accept the 
work. Mr. Dockweiler replied that he 
would advise the acceptance of the 
street, explaining that he had exam- 
ined the concrete under the roadway 
and found it good. In cases where the 
surfacing had not been good, it had 
been replaced, and he therefore thought 
that the street should be accepted. It 
substantially complied with the speci- 
fications, as far as he could see. The 
contractor had so far complied with all 
the demands made uponhim. There 
were some 
roadway, but this was unavoidable. 

J. M. Davies then questioned Mr. 
Dockweiler in regard to the analysis of 
the bituminous limerock, which is re- 
quired to be furnished with the rock, 
and that official produced a letter from 
the contractor transmitting the an- 
alysis, which stated that the rock con- 
tained 16.25 per cent. bitumen. Mr. 
Davies. continued his questions, .at 
length, taking the general ground that 
the work was defective throughout, in 
which opinion, however, the City En- 
gineer did not agree with him. 

Mr. Dockweiler was further ques- 
tioned by Mr. Murphy and at the con- 
clusion of his testimony the Council 
adjourned until this morning at 10 
o’clock,

The Position of J. F. House as State 
Agent Sustained. 


Entitled to Collect $3 for Every De- 
linquent Notice Served. 


The Law in Regard to the Redemption 
} of Property Sold for Taxes Set - 
Forth at Very Great! 
Length. 


Judge Van Dyke yesterday morning 
rendered his decision in the case of the 
San Francisco and Fresno Land Com- 
pany vs. Jabez Banbury et al. 
case to decide the question as t6 
whether J. F. House is entitled to col- 
lect $3 for every delinquent notice 
served, ordering findings and judgment 
for the defendants therein, for the rea- 
sons set forth in the following opinion: 


THE DECISION. 


The complaint in this case alleges that dur- 
ing the vear 1888 divers persons were the 
owners of certain lots in certain blocks in 
Robert McPherson's second addition to the 
town of McPherson, then in theconty of 
Los Angeles and now in the county of 
Orange, mentioning the lots and blocks by 
number and letter. Thatin said year the 
said lots were assessed and taxes levied 
thereon, and thereafter said taxes became 
delinquent because of the non-payment 
thereof, and on March 12, 1889, said lots 
were sold to the State of California for the 
delinquent taxes for 1888, specifying the 
amounts for which the same were sold. 

Thatin the month of March, 1892, the 
plaintiff became the owner of and ever 
since has been the owner of ali the lots in- 
the complaint described, as successor in in- 
terest of all said persons whose estate had 
been sold as aforesaid. 

That the State of California became the 


purchaser of said lots and has never dis- 


posed of the same or any of them. Thatno 
deeds have been made or executed to the 
said State forthe same. Thaton June 17, 
1892, upon application of the plaintiff, who 
desired to redeem said lots, the County 
Auditor of said county of Los Angeles made 
an estimate of the amount to be paid and 
gave the plaintiff triplicate certificates of 
the amount, specifying the several amounts 
thereof. Thaton said 17th day of June, 
1892, at the office of the Treasurer of said 


| county, plaintiff delivered all said certifi- 
| cates to said Treasurer, towit, J. Banbury, 


together with the sum specified in the said 
certificates, and demanded of said Treas- 
urer triplicate receipts to be written or 
endorsed thereon, and that the Treasurer 
then refused to accept said sums, and each 
of them, and refused to give said receipts 
or to endorse the same on said certificates. 
Thatthe defendant, House, claims to be 
the agentof the State, the purchaser of 
said lots, and that he served a notice on be- 
half of the State upon the reputed owner 
of his intention to apply tothe defendant, 
Whitney, as Tax'Collector, fora deed for 
the same, and that said defendants claimed 


‘that for. theserving of said notice, and 


making the affidavit of the service of the 
same,-said.State is entitled to receive $3 
each; and that said Treasurer refused and 
still refuses to give said receipts, or any of 
them, without the payment of $3 per no- 
tice. 

The plaintiff alleges that no notice as re- 
quired by law was given, and judgment is 
asked directing and compelling said Treas- 
urer to receive the sum tendered, less the 
amount for said notices, and that he be or- 


dered to give the plaintiff triplicate re- 


ceipts for the same, written or endorsed on 
the certificates, and that the defendant, 
House, be enjoined. from¢éapplying to the 
Tax Collector fora deed, and the Tax Col- 
lector be enjoined and restrained from is- 
suing a deed. 

The certificates of redemption made out 
by the Auditor, upon application by the 
plaintiff, included the $3 each, for the 
notice and affidavit of the same, inthe 
amount to be paid to defendant, the County 
Treasurer. 

The evidence on trial shows that the 
plaintiff was incorporated fer the accom- 
modation of the Bank of California; that 
the officers of that bank are also officers of 
the plaintiff corporation; that the bank 
practically owns the whole of the stock, ex- 
cept the shares requisite to qualify the di- 
rectors, and that the notices in question 
were served by defendant House upon Mr. 
Milner, who received them for the Bank of 
California, and immediately transmitted 
the same to the said bank in San Francisco, 
and the secretary of the plaintiff corpora- 
tion received them. The lands in question 
originally stood in the name of the Bank of 
California, were owned by that bank, and 
trausferred to the plaintiff as a matter of 
convenience or accommotion. 

Section 3785 of the Political Code, as 
amended, provides that the purchaser of 
property sold for delinquent taxes, thirty 
days before he applies for a deed, shall 


serve upon the owner of the property 


purchased, or the person occupying 
the property, if it .be occupied, 
written notice, stating that the propert 
has been sold for delinquent taxes, 
the amount, for which it was sold, the 
amount due and the time when the pur- 
chaser will apply for a deed, a duplicate of 
which notice shall be filed with the County 
Recorder, and tne owner of the property 
shall have the right of redemption indefin- 
itely until such notice shall have expired 
and such deed been applied for, by the pay- 
ment of the fees, percentages, penalties 
and costs required by law. Such purchaser 
shall be entitled to receive the sum of $3, 
for the service of said notice and the mak- 
ing of said affidavit. 

Section 3817 of the Political Code pro- 
vides thatin all cases where real estate has 
been sold for delinquent taxes to the State, 
and it has not disposed of the same, the 
person whose estate has been so sold, or his 
heirs or successors in interest, shall have 
the right to redeem, by paying to the 
County Treasurer of the county where the 
real estate is‘situated, the taxes due atthe 
time of the sale, with interest, percentage 
and also taxes that became delinquent 
thereafter and percentages, and also all 
costs and'expenses, andj25 per cent. penalty, 
which may haveaccrued by reason ot said 
delinquency and sale. The County Auditor 
shall, on the application of the person de- 
siring to redeem, make an estimate of tne: 
amount to be paid and shall give him trip- 
licate certificates of the same, specify- 
ing the several amounts thereof, which 
certificates shall be delivered to the 
County Treasurer with the money, 
and the County Treasurer shall give tripli- 
cate receipts written or endorsed upon said 
certificate to the redemptioner. ‘Upon 
the payment of the money specified in said 
certificate and the giving of the receipts 
aforesaid by the Treasurer, Comptroller 
and Auditor any deed or certificate of sale 
that may have been made to the State shall 
become nuil and void, and all right, title 
and interest, acquired by the State under 
and by virtue of the tax sale shall cease 
and determine.” 

It is contended on the part of plaintiff 
that section 3785 does not apply tothe 
State as a purchaser because it uses the 
language that the Tax Collector must make 
to the purchaser or his assignee a deed of 
the property, and that the State has no 
assignee, But the section does not contem- 
plate ‘that every purchaser must have an 
assignee; it simply provides that where a 
purchaser conveys before the redemption 
that his grantee or assignee stands in his 
shoes and possesses the same right of re- 
demption. Besides, the same section com 
tains this language: ‘No charge must be 
made by the collector for the making of 
any such deed where the State is the pur: 

chaser.’’ Showing clearly that the section 
embraces the State as a purchaser 4s well 
as an individual... Besides, it is declared ta 
the same section, that “the owner of the 
property shall have the right of redemp 
tion indefinitely until. such notice sball 
have expired and said deed been appied, 
for, upon the payment of the fees, percent- 


, a test’ 


ages, and costs required by law.’ 
‘So that unless the State possesses the 
to give the notice prescribed in. this section 
thé. same as an individual purchaser, it 
“never would be -abie to obtain 
other evidence of title upon its purchase of 
property for delinquent taxes. 

It is claimed also by the plaintiff that no 
provision is made for the appointment of 
an agent for such purpose, and also that 
the notice in question is defective on vart- 
ous grounds, and was not served as pre- 
scribed by law, and that the same is of no: 
validity. 

It may be remarked, however, as shown, 
that the notice accomplished its purpose, 
in that it was brougnt home tothe plaintiff, 
who appears in response thereto and brings 
this suit, one of the purposes being to pre-. 
vent the application of the State, by such 
agent, from applying to the Tax Collector 
for a deed, and also to prevent the Tax Col- 
lector from issuing a deed upon such appit- 
cation. 

The main purpose of fhe action, as will 
be seen, is to Compel the Treasurer, by 
mandamus, to accept a sum fess than that 
Stated in thé certificates furnished by the 
Auditor under the section of the Politica 
Code in question. 

Mandamus lies to compel the perform- 
ance of an act which the law specially en: 
joins.asaduty resulting from an office, 
trust or station. (C. C. P., 1085. ) And the 
converse of this proposition is true, that it 
will not issue to compel the performance of 
that which the law does not specially en- 
join. The redemptioner, as has been seen, 
mustapply first to the Connty Auditor, who 
is required to make an estimate of the 
amount to be paid, giving triplicate certifi- 
cates specifying the several amounts 
thereof. The plaintiff, as a redemptioner 
in this case, did apply to the oe 
Auditor of this county, who made an eSti- 
mate of the amountto be paid, and gave 
triplicate certificates specifying the several 
amounts thereof. Upon presenting these 
certificates to the Treasurer the plaintiff 
did notéender the money specified to be 
paid as the law requires, but tendereda 
sum less by $201, being the aggregate: 
amount of $3 for each notice served. The 
law does not require the Treasurer to re- 
ceive a less sum than that specified in the 
certificate; in fact he would not be justified 
in doing so, as he has no discretion in the 
premises. If the certificate should include 
a larger sum than that required of the re- 
demptioner to pay. the fault lies with the 
Auditor and not with the Treasurer. [f.- 
upon application to the Auditor he assumes 
toinsert amounts not justified by law, the 
proper course would be to refuse suck 
certificate, and by a proper proceed- 
ing compel him to issue such certifi- 
cate, as the law’ requires. Conceding, 
without deciding, that there is no law for 
the appointment of a State agent, as 
claimed by plaintiff's counsel, and that de- 
fendant House is not legally an agent of the 
State, and that the notices in question are 
fatally defective and were not properly 
served, then any deed that may be issued 
by the Tax Collector would be utterly void 
and the plaintiff's ownership of and title to 
the property in question would not be af- 
fected in the least. 

(Hughes vs, Cannedy, 92 Cai., 382.) In 
such case an injunction will not be granted, 
(Bucknall vs. Story, 36 Cal., 70; Williams 
vs. Corcoran, 46 Cal., 553; Heughton vs. 
Austin, 47 Cal., 647.) 

Judgment must go for the defendants, 
and it is so.ordered.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Of the eight 
men who dropped out of the United 
States Sendte with the close of the 
fifty-second Congress, the term of 
service of Hon Charles N. Felton had 
been the shortest. Coming here a lit- 
tle less than two years -ago to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of the late 
Senator Hearst, Mr, Felton, or 
“Charley” Felton, as his intimate 
friends prefer to call him, at once took 
a high rank among those Senators who 
had'some of them served for almost a full 
generation, and many for at least two 
score of years. Itistruethat Mr. Fel- 
ton had served the Fifth Congress Dis- 
trict of California as its representative 
in the Forty-ninth and Fiftieth Con- 
gresses, and the experience he then ac- 
quired enabled him to at once grasp the 
Senatorial situation with the firm hand 
and self-confidence of a Senatorial vet- 
erah. He possess@ a large store of 
good sense, great industry and a wide 
knowledge of men and things; is easily 
approached and always quick and ready 
with a civil and intelligent answer to 
ahy question, whether it comes from a 
fellow-Senator or the humblest laborer. 
And that is why ex-Senator Felton was 
a popular member of the highest legis- 
lative body in the United States, and 
why he will be missed as much as any 
man who has retired this year, or is 
likely to retire from the Senate for a 
score of years to come. 
Mr. Felton is thoroughly familiar 
with California, where he has resided 
since his boyhood, and knows all her 
needs, and he has neglected no oppor- 
tunity to advance all those interests in 
every legitimate way.

Suceess Attending an Important 
Irrigation Experiment. 


The Water from the Colorado Pumped 
on the Mesa With Surprising Ease— 
A New Wild West Organiza- 
tion—Agricultural Notes.

Tucson, March 18.—An irrigation ex- 
periment of much interest is now under 
way at Willcox, bidding fair to bea 
oomplete success. It isthe pumping of 


valley. An experimental well is being 
sunk, which will be drawn upon to pro- 
duce alfalfa for fattening of range 
stock and supplying hay and beef for 
the adjoining military posts. The well 
is now but twenty feet deep, but al- 
ready the water comes in so fast that 
work cannot proceed until an engine 
and pump can be put to work. These 
are now on the grounds. Men are at 
work removing mesquite stumps on the 
surrounding tract of land and building 
a large storage tank. Should the sys- 
tem be a success, and it undoubtedly 
will, thousands of acres will be put in 
alfalfa, most of which will be fed for 
beef. 
The new high-duty pumps that are to 
furnish water to Yuma, Yuma Heights, 
and for irrigating the mesa beyond, 
s‘arted up on Monday, and ran without 
a hitch, to the perfect satisfaction of 
the engineers who put them up, and to 
the owners who had them built, and 
have given to Yuma, one of the finest 
and effective water plants ever built on 
the coast. The amount of water forced 
through the 26-inch pipe, out to 
the mesa for nearly three miles, 


and the small amount of fuel consumed, 


surprised even the most sanguine, who 
have believed that this plant would es- 
tablish the fact that our highest valley | 
and mesa lands can be irrigated, wher- 


_ever water can be had for pumping. 


Work will begin ita day or two on 
the ‘South Side canal at Texas Hill. 
This~ is an immense project, for which 
an outlay of $2,000,000 has been pro- 
vided. 

In the San Pedro Valley this year a 
much larger acreage than ever before 
will be planted. Last season, for the 
first time, the farmers had their grain 
harvested with the most improved reap- 
ers, and threshed by the latest im- 
proved machinery. So successful was 
the experiment that confidence in 
grain-growing in the San Pedro Valley 
has been established. The barley is of 
a very superior quality, tLe berry being | 
full and white.

Duse merely con- 
tinued buttoning her glove, and when 
the elevator reached the ground floor 
gathered up her train, swept silently 
past the astonished scribe and entered 
her carriage. Since that day nobody 
has ventured to interview her.-She is 
accompanied by her own Italian man- 
ager, through whom all communications 
by the Rosenfelds must be made.

. An accurate account of her life must 
necessarily consist ina general denial 
of the statements that have been circu- 
lated about her.

Signora 
Duse is wholly free from superstition. 

Some days latera journalist invented 
the idea that she was consumptive. 

Signora Duse’s lungs are wholly free 
from pulmonary complaint. When the 
excitement over this report abated a 
new Munchausen declired that the rea- 
son she disliked newspaper men was 
from the fact that in early youth she 
had married a dissolute Italian reporter 
named Cecchi, who had ill-treated her 
and subsequently deserted her. The 
truth is that La Duse’s husband was a 
Florentine nobleman—an amiable and 
well-bred aristocrat, with neither abil- 
ity nor artistic taste. After living hap- 
pily enough with her husband fora 
year the couple separated on the ques- 

tion of the continuance of the stage 
career of Eleonora Duse. She has one 
daughter by that marriage, a young 
girl, who is now being educated in 
Turin... 

As it is impossible to gain an inter- 
view with La Duse or her.company, the 
members of which have a dread of re- 
porters little less pronouncéd than that 
of the star herself, I have drawn the 
accurate intelligence of this artiste 
from information given by her personal 
friends in this country and from the ac- 
counts of a correspondent in Vienna 
whg is acquainted with the incidents of 
her early history. The former source 
of facts is not, indeed, abundant. Ele- 
ouora Duse has few friends in New 
York, and those she possesses ar not ad- 
mitted into much intimacy. A charac- 
teristic example of this peculiarity is 
yet fresh in the memory of one of our 
Shortly be- 
fore the arrival of the Italian company, 
Mrs. Richard Watson Gilder, wife of the 
editor of the Century, received a letter 
from her sister, who is living on the 
continent, asking her to offer some so- 
cial hospitalities to Signora Duse. 
After the Fifth avenue engagement 
had fairly commenced Mrs. Gilder 


called on her sister’s friend, presented 


her letter of introduction and politest 
compliments. Signora Duse received the 
Visitor and the Sonvtestal’ coldly. She 
said nothing beyond the conventionali- 
ties of society, and was very evidently 
desirous that the interview should be tér- 
minated as soon as possible. Observ- 
ing this constrained feeling, Mrs, Gil- 
der drew her chair up closer, and taking 
La Duse’s hand in her own, said earn- 
estly: ‘‘Now, my dear signora, this is 
unwise and unwomanly. ere you are, 
a stranger ina strange country. You 
may fall sick, we alldo at times; and, 
however good your physician may be, 
you can’t always rely on him. No mat- 
ter how distant and reserved you. may 
be to other people, I am resolved to

I have been 
requested by my sister to look after you, 
andIam going to do it, whether you 
want me to or not.’’ . La Duse was visi- 
bly affected by Mrs. Gilder’s womanly 
affections, She acceded tothe request, 
and a few days later, being ill, imme- 
doctor for drugs, 
and to the plain-spoken little American 
woman for nursing and sympathy. 

The malady from which Eleonora Duse 
is an almost constant sufferer isa spinal 
complaint, It cannot be cured. She 


-has employed the best physicians in 


Europe with results of merely tempor- 
ary relief. The condition of her health 
has made Signora Duse melancholy. 
She is averse to society, to everything 
save her art, to which she is devoted. 
She never converses with members of 
her company exceptn matters of stage 
business. Sig. Ando, her leading man, 
an admirable actor, of noble Italian 
family, is also stage manager of the 
company. He has occupied his dual 
position for fourteen years, at a salary 
of f.100,000. a year. The newest 
member of the organization has been 
with it for seven years. All the actors 
are so thoroughly rehearsed in the 
star’s methods that they can goon the 
stage without preparation, and perform 
any play in her repertory with a 
marvellous completeness of art that has 
made this engagement notable. The 
actors are handsomely paid .and ex- 
tremely devoted to their chief. Sig- 
nora Duse, however, permits no such 
familiarity as is a feature of other 
theatrical troupes. She never travels 
with her players, nor permits them to 
visit her during the frequent occasions 
of her illness, nor allows even Sig. 
Ando to stop at the hotel where she re- 
sides. Eleonora Duseis a thoroughly 
selfish, concentrated ambitious woman, 
without the pleasant foibles and whims 
of her sex, but possessed of the passion- 
ate, firm and splendid art of her race. 
Her entire nature is absorbed by the 
purposes of dramaticart. On the stage 
she is a genius; off the stage she is inter- 
esting only as a sphinx. 

Physically Eleonora Duse is slightly 
above middle height. Sheis 82 vears 
of age. Her figure is slender and easily 
adjusts itself to statuesque lines. Her 
face is strongly modeled; atypical Ital- 
ian head with dark masses of lightless 
hair covering a low, smooth brow; 
brown, thoughtful eyes of extraordinary 
eloquence in expression; the nose char- 
acteristic of strength; the chin power- 
ful yet sensitive; the lips at once’ sel- 
fish and sensuous, mobile and delicate; 
the teeth even, white and large and 
generously shown in both jaws; the 
arms long and thin and angular: the 
hands peculiarly attenuated, flat in the 
palms and talon-like in the fingers—a 
thoroughly self-possessed hand, that in- 
dicates clearly the ambition, the con- 


servatism and the great art of the 


woman. Her speech is of the staccato 
kind—rapid, decisive, distinct, with so 
‘exquisite a use of modulation in empha- 
sis that it seems to be. what it is not, 
musical. She dresses superbly, and 
her general appearance is that of a 
of rare refinement, good 
taste and intellectuality. It is not 
within the scope of this article to give 


a review of her method. On the tirst 


night, after the third act of Camille, 
the critics gathered in the lobby and 
arrived at an almost unanimous conclu- 
sion that La Duse did not amount to 
much as an actress. Before the end of 
the week they proclaimed her to be 
greater than Sarah Bernhardt. The 
former estimate was not more inade- 
quate than the latter. Eleonora Duse 
is a genius. There is no. comparison 
possible between her skill and that of 
Bernhardt. The systems, of the two 
women are entirely dissimilar. Duse's 
art is fawless. Bernhardt’s art is un- 
even. The Italian actress is enchant- 
ingly smooth, easy and natural in man- 
ner. The French Jewess is tremendous 
in power. Signora Duse holds people 
dumbly in their seats. Sarah Bern- 
hardt raises them out of the chairs in 
wonderment. There is as much differ- 
ence between the woman of Padua and 
the woman of Paris as there is between 
Edwin Booth’s ‘Iago’? and Tomasso 
Salvini’s ‘‘Othello.’’ One is a consum- 
mation of art, the other is a whirlwind 
of dramatic tury. 

Eleonora Duse first came into the at- 
tention of the world bv Sarah Bern- 
hardt’s declaration in Vienna last year: 
‘‘La Duse isa great artiste, but she is 
not a genius.’? The excitement over 
this criticism was international. Duse 
and Bernhardt parties argued the mat- 
ter hotly and the French woman event- 
ually lost some reputation for tact and 
good taste by a general derision of the 
Italian’s power. ut befcre the famous’ 
dictum was pronounced Eleonora Duse 
was a well-known name in the southern 
portion of Europe. The Italians wor- 
ship her with an ardor of enthusiasm 
that they never showed to Ristori, 
Rossi or Salvini. She has won an es- 
teem almost as warm as that of her 
own country people wherever she has 
played, andis now a favorite star in 
Egypt, South America, Rnssia, Italy, 
Spain, Austria and Prussia. This is 
her first appearance before an Eng- 
lish-speaking audience. She has not 
yet performed in London or Paris. 
Two years ago she broached to the 
author of Francillon her desire to gain 
Parisian suffrage. M. Dumas, however, 
dissuaded her from the idea. He de- 
clared that to be suscessful in Paris she 
must actin French, and her accent in 
that language was too pronounced to 
satisfy the fastidious Parisians. Sig- 
nora Duse closed the interview in a-huff, 
and dismissed the French nation out 
of her tours forever. 

Letters from Vienna, in which she 
created an unexampled {furor last year, 
give authentic and authorized partic- 
ulars.of her history. Eleonora Duse 
was born in Paduain1861. She comes 
of theatrical parentage. Her father 
and mother were actors, although 
neither attained any celebrity save 
what her father possessed in being the 
son of a famous Italian tragedian. WNa- 
ture is prone to such tricks whereby, in 
this instance, genius was dormant for a 
generation, passing directly from the 
grandfather, who was the renowned 
Luigi Duse, to his grandchild, the still 
greater actor, who has recently made 
herself knowntous. Luigi Duse was 
thoroughly legitimate in his art. He 
established the Garibaldi theater in 
Padua, where so eminent was the es- 
teem in which his tragic talents were 
held thatthe only title by which the 
Padurans would allow him to be called 
was that of ‘Sor Duse.’’ Here his son 
and daughter-in-law were employed in 
roles fitted to their slender capacity. 

‘Sor’? Duse was too great an artist to 
be careful of meney. Everything he 
earned was.spent inielaborate produc- 
tions of tragedy. He could pay only 
the most meager salaries to his com- 
pany. Whenhis son married a young 
woman in the troupe the couple had 
nothing save their scanty wages to be- 
gin housekeeping. Eleonora Duse was 
born in poverty. Her childhood was 
engaged in the anxious problem of get- 
ting enough macaroni to’ fill the stom- 
ach. She grew up in ‘the squalor and 


hardship of a poor actor’s -home. 


When she was 12 vears of agé her 
father fell ill of a fever, and the child 
was hired toa strolling theatrical com- 


pany. at was but it

The young genius earned 
only enough salary tosupply her with 
cheap clothing and coarse food. Inthe 
course of their vagabond journey 
through Italy, the players wandered 
into Naples. Here the talents of Eleo- 
nora Duse were discovered by Cesare 
Rossi, father of the tragedian, whose 
name is well known in this country. 
The eider Rossi recognized that the 
child-woman wasa great actress. He 
took her away from the strollers, gave 
her a year’s instruction in stage meth- 
ods, and tndertook to star Eleonora 
Duse as an infant phenomenon through 
the principal cities of Brazil and the 
Argentine Republic. The tour was suf- 
ficiently successful to encourage its 
repetition in the following vear. At 
the, close of the second season Manager 
Rossi counted up f.500,000 as his own 
share of ‘the profits, and the youthful 
star had a similar sum to her credit. 
Determined to rest awhile after her 
severe labors, Eleonora -Duse returned 
toltaly. She was then 17 years of 
age, buoyant with success and possessed 
of the natural sentiment of girlhood. 
The fortune and renown she had earned 
gained a welcome for her in the circles 
of the impoverished Italian aristocracy. 
The young actress was delighted to be 
taken up by people so much higher in 
birth than herself, and, after a few 
gay months in'society, she consented to 
marry a poor but handsome nobleman 
inthe spring of 1878. Her husband 
had no patrimony, and after her child 
was born the young wife realized that 
the’ f.500,000 she had earned in South 
America would not long support the 
extravagances in which they were liv- 
ing. She announced her determination 
to return to the stage. Her husband 
objected that a man of his noble line- 
age could not afford to have his wife 
earn her living. So they separated 
amicably, andin 1879 Eleonora Duse 
resumed her own name and organized 
the company that is now at the Fifth 
Avenue Theater. This is the plain, un- 
varnished and unimaginative history of 
her life.

CAPT: JAMES COOK, 


THE FAMOUS DISCOVERER OF 
HAWATI. 


Spectally Contributed to The Times. 

We have been learning recently a 
great deal about the island of Hawaii 
and its people, but we hear nothing of 
the great navigator who discovered 


of the strongest impnises that science 


has ever received. Hydrography, or 
chart-making, was in its infancy, and 
might have remained so for vears if his 
genius had,not come to the front. 

Capt. James Cook sprung from the 
most humble family, his father being a 
Simple day laborer, who could only af- 
ford to give the promising boy the 
simplest education. Marton was the 
name of.the little Yorkshire village in 
which the Cooks lived, but it was sur- 
rounded by beautiful scenery, and was 
not far from Stockton-on-Tees, which 
Was a more pretentious place and where 
the Yorkshire lad got nis first notions of 
going to sea. 

THE FAMOUS CAPT. COOK AS A BOY. 

The future discoverer of the Sand- 
wich Islands used to wander along the 
banks of the Tees and watchthe white 
sails of the merchantmen as they came 
homeward after long cruises in foreign 
parts, and the freedom which the sailor 
seemed to enjoy made him yearn fora 
life on the ocean. 

The coast, too, was the home of fish- 
ermen, and their rude smacks fasci- 
nated young Cook until he resolved some 
day to run away toseaand search out 
the hidden parts of the world. 

He was also an omniverous reader, 
and would sit up far into-the night 
poring over works on navigation, and 
almost before he knew how to read at 
all he was found spelling out the names 
on the old maps and charts, which ex- 
isted in a very primitive form at that 
day. 

Time came, however, for the York- 
shire boy to be at work, and his father 
apprenticed him, as was the custom, to 
a draper and a grocer in a small village 
named Straithes, near Whitby. Boys 
who could get apprenticed those days 
were considered lucky, and many a fu- 
ture great fortune was laid inthat way. 
But young Cook was not satisfied to 
stand behind a ‘counter and wait on the 
It took him from’ 
the sea and shut him up ina prison, 


cape. 

The house in which Cook was to have 
labored and lose his geniusto the world 
is still standing with the year ‘‘1688”’ 
over the door, but the boy was not des- 
tined to be cooped up within its dull 
walls. Hesoontired of the drudgery 
of adraper’s clerk, and of his own ac- 
cord engaged himself for seven * years 
with the owners ofships attached to the 
coal trade. This was not much of a 
step toward a life in foreign parts, but 
it was the best the boy gould do; and 
while in this service he learned a great 
deal of the sea and laid the groundwork | 
for the successes which came to him. 
some years later on. 

The coasting trade was dangerous, 
and the sturdy Yorkshire boy, whose 
muscles had been hardened by an out- 
of-door life on the banks of the Tees, 
discovered that he was just the person 
to get along in thatservice. What was 
more, at the end of the seven years he 
had so pleased his emnloyers that he 
was advanced to the dignity of mate, 
which was the first real step toward the 
goal of his ambition. 

YOUNG COOK COMES TO AMERICA. ; 

At this time (the middle of the last 
century) England and France were 
grappling for the mastery on this con- 
tinent, and their arms were about to 
clash togefher on the Heights of Abra- 
ham. The English were sore pressed 
for sailors in their navy, and the press 
gangs were at work nightand day. Ves- 
sels coming home from long cruises 
were boarded and their crews taken off 
and forced into the royal navy for ser- 
vice in America. Fishermen were 
seized in their little boats and obliged 
to tread the decks of troop ships, which 
carried soldiers across the water to 
drive the French from Canada. 

James Cook, to save himself from im- 
pressment, resolved to offer his services 
to the British navy, and in a short time 
he was on his way to American shores. 
The Eagle was a warship of sixty guns, 
and was commanded by Sir Hugh Pal- 
liser. Sir Hugh noticed that his voung 
recruit was a person of courage and 
judgment, and he at once promoted him 
to a position on the quarter-deck, and 
thus equipped Caok reached America in 
time to help land the English soldiers 
at the foot of the Heights of Abraham. 

During this hazardous service he did 
not lay down the study of mathematics 
and the science of navigation. He 
yearned fora wider field, and all the 
time kept his mind on the distant parts 
of the sea and the lands which he was 
certain must lie therein. 

HE’TAKES COMMAND OF AN ASTRONOMICAL 
EXPEDITION, 


His opportunity came in the year 
1768, when he was commissioned to 
take command of the expedition sent 
out to observe the transit of Venus. 
His vessel, the Endeavor, was a small 
craft, too small, it was thought, for so 
long a voyage, but the young captain 
sailed away with high hopes, 

The voyage proved the first of three 
which were to immortalize his name in 
the annals of discoveries. In the little 
Endeavor he visited the islands of the 
South Seas, among them Otaheite, 
where he took full observations of the 
transit.and gave a report which stands 
today among the most complete of tha 
kind in existence. 

Capt. Cook'..was charmed by the 
scenery of that part of the world. It 
was a vast paradise, where everything 
was beautiful. He was the first white 
man to set foot on the shores of New 
Zealand, and he proceeded to take pos- 
session of it in the name ot King 
George III, our old enemy during the 
war for independence. 7 

‘The hand and brain of Cook were a)- 
ways busy. He neglected nothing that ° 
would increase his knowledge of navi- 
gation and of the sea. He drew maps. 
of channels in unknown parts of 
the globe, and brought home with him 
a fund of information that astonished | 
the whole : ld.

and little Marton, lying sleepily in the 
fun near the banks of the Tees, sud- 
denly discovered that one of her boys 
had become famous. 

Cook's first voyage, so fruitful in re- 
sults, brought him his commander’s 
commission. The King ordered him out 
on a second expedition, which still fur- 
ther extended his fame and placed him 
at the head of navigators of his day. 
On his vovage Capt. Cooked sailed over 
twenty-five thonsand leagues of the 
ocean, and the results of the cruise 
added greatly to the tred¥ury of science 


_and navigation. 


He came back, intending to rest a 
while, to make the most of his scientific 
discoveries, and to further this work 
he was advanced to the rank of post 
captain and made one of the captains, 
of Greenwich Hospital. This would 
give him just .the opportunities he 
sought, but he was not to enjoy them 
long. A third expedition was deter- 
mined on, and Capt. Cook was asked to 
command it. He obeyed, andin 1776 
sailed on his last and fatal voyage. 

HE DISCOVERS AND NAMES T@ SANDWICH 
ISLANDS. 

The daring discoverer steered his 
course toward the South Sea Islands, 
and on this voyage discovered Hawaii, 
island of the Sandwich 
group. Previous to his discovery he 
had located the group, and had named 
it ‘Sandwich Islands’’ in honor of the 
Earl of Sanawich. He cruised around 
Hawaii, making a map of its coves and 
coasts, and on several occasions had in- 
tercourse with the natives. 

During one of these interviews a 
difficulty arose between Capt. Cook and 
the chief of the island, and the brave 
navigator lost his life at ‘the hands of 
the savages. It was amost unfortunate 
affair for science, for when Cook fell 


the world was called to mourn the loss 


of one of its greatest captains and dis-. 
coverers. 

The Yorkshire boy had covered him- 
self with fame. The fishermen along 
the banks of the Tees recalled with 
pride and wonder the lad who used to 
come to their boats and drink in their 
stories of the ocean and its wonders. 
Little did they dream in those times 
that his fame should become world- 
wide, and that one hundred vears after 
his death a monument should be un- 
veiled to him in the beautiful park 
which overlooks the magnificent harbor 
of Sydney. Capt. Cook's vessels were 
the first to anchor in that harbor, and 
over the waters beyond it he was the 
first sailor to fioat the banners of his 
native land.
